{mall expence. The power 

} of invention has been con- 
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J va ferred by nature upon few, 
Lp JorPené) and the labour of learning 
thofe {ciences which may, by meve labour, be 
obtained, is too great to be willingly cudured ; 
but every man can exert fuch judgment as he 
has upon the works of others, and he whom 
Nature has made weak and Idlenefs keeps igno- 
rant, aay yet-fupport his vanity by the name 
of a Critick. 

T hope it will give comfort to great numbers 
who are pafling thro’ the world in obicurity, 
when I inform them how eafily diftinétion may 
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“be obtained. All the other powers of literature 


are coy and haughty, they mutt be long court- 
ed, and at laft are not aiways gained; but Cri- 
ticifm is a goddefs eafy of acceis and forward 
of advance, who will meet the flow and encou- 
rage the timorous; the want of meaning the 
fupplies with words, and the want of fpirit with 
mnalignity. : 

This profeffion has one recommendation pe- 
culiar to itfelf, that it gives vent to malignity 
without real mifchiet. No genius was ever 
blafted by the breath of Criticks. The poifon, 
which, if confined, would have burit the 
heart, fumes away in empty hifles, and ma- 
lice is {t at eafe with very litdle danger to 
merit. The Ciitick is the only man whofe tri- 
umph is without another's pain, and whofe 
greatnefs does not rife upen another's ruin. 

Toa fludy at once fo ealy and fo reputable, 
fo malicious, and fu harmilefs, it cannot be ne- 
ceflary to invite my readers by 4 long or ta- 
boured exhoitation; it is fufficient, fince all 
would be Criticks if they could, to thew by one 
eminent example that all can be Criticks if 
they will. 

Dick Minim, after the common courfe of 
puerile ftudies, in which he was no great profi- 
cient, was put apprentice to a Brewer, with 
whom he had lived two years, when his uncle 
died in the city, and left im a large fortune in 
the Stocks. Dick had for fix months betore 
ufed the company of the lov er Piayers, ot whom 
he had learned to (corn a trade. nd being now 
at liberty to follow his genius, ic ref. lved to 
bea man of wit and humour. Ti.at he might 
be properly initiated in his new charaéter, he 
frequented the coffee -houfes near the theatres, 
where he liftned very diligently day after day 
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to thofe who talked of language and fentiments, 
and unities and cataftrophes, till by flow de- 
grees he began to think that he underftood 
fomething of the Stage, and hoped in time to 
talk himéelf, 


But he did not truft much to natural faga- 
city as wholly to negleét the help of books. 
When the theatres were fhut, he retired to 
Richmond with a few feleé& writers, whote opi- 
nion he imprefled upon his memory by unwea- 
tied diligence; and when he returned with 
other wits to the town, was able to tell in very 
proper phrafes that the chief bufinefs of art is 
to copy Nature; that a perfect writer is not to 

| be expected, becaufe genius decays as judgment 

| increafes; that the great art is the art of blot- 
ting, and that according to the rule of Horace 
every piece fhould be kept nine years. 

Of the great Authors he now began to dif- 
play the Characters, laying down as an univer- 

| fal pofition that all had beauties and defeéts. 


| His opinion was, that Shakefpeare committing. 


: himnfelf wholly to the impulfe of nature wanted 
that corre&tne{s. which learning would have 
given him ; and that Johnfon, truiting to learn- 
ing, did not fuiiciently caft his eye on nature. 

| He biamed the Stanza of Spenfer, and could not 

| bear the Hexameters of Sidney. Denham and 
| Waller he held the firft reformers of Englith 
numbers, and thought that if Waller could; 
have obtained the itrength of Denhain, or Den-' 
ham the fweetnefs of Waller, there had been, 
nothing wanting to compleat a Poet. He often 
exprefled his commiferation of Dryden's poverty, 
and his ,indignation at the age which fuffered 
him to write for bread ; he repeated with rap- 
ture the firft lines of All for Love, but wonder- 
ed at the corruption of tafte which could bear 
any thing fo unnatural as rhyming Tragedies. 
In Otway he found uncommon powers of moving 
the paflions, but was difgufted by his general 
negligence, and blamed him for making a Con- 
fpirator hisHero. He never concluded his dif 
quifition without remarking how happily the 
found of the clock is made to alarm the au- 
dience. Southerne would have been bis favou- 
rite, but that he mixes comic with tragic fcenes, 
intercepts the natural courfe of the paffions, and 
fills the mind with a mild confufion of mirth 
and melancholy. The verfification of Rowe he 
thought too melodious for the ftage, and too 
little varied in different paffions.. He made it 
the great fault of Congreve, that all his perfons 
were wits, and that he always wrote with more 
artthan nature. He confidered Cato rather 2s 

a poem than a play, and allowed Addifon to 

be the complete matter of allegory and grave 








humour, but paid no great deference to him asa 
Critic. He thought the chief merit of Prior 
was in his eafy tales and lighter poems, thougia 
he allowed that his Solomon had many noble 
fentiments elegantly exprefled. In Swift he 
difcovered an inimitable vein of irony, and au 
eafinefS which all would hope and few woul! 
attain. Pope he was inclined to degrade from 
a Poet to a Verfifier, and thought his numbes 
rather luicious than fweet. He often lamented, 
the neglect of Phadra and Hippolitus, and with - 
ed to fee the Stage under better regulations. 


Tiefe affertions pafled commonly uncontra- 
disted, and if now and then an opponent 
ftarted up, he was quickly reprefled by the fuf- 
frages of the company, and Minim went away 
from every difpute with elation of heart, and 
encreafe of confidence. 

‘He now grew confcious of his abilities, ‘and 
began to talk of tie prefent ftate of dramatic 
poetry, wondered what was become of. the 
comick genius which fupplied our anceftors wth 
wit and pleafantry, and why no writer could be 
found that durft now venture beyond:a Farce. 
He faw no reafon for thinking that the vein of 
humour was exhautted, fince we live in a coun- 
try where liberty fuffers every character to 
fpread itfelf to its utmoft bulk, and which there- 
tore produces more originals than all the reit of 
the world together. Of Tragedy he concluded 
bufinefs to be the foul, and yet often hinted that 
love predominates too much upon the modern, 
ftage. 

He was now an acknowledged Critick, and had 
his own feat in the Coffee-houfe, and headed a 
partyin the pit. Minim has more vanity than 
ill nature, and feldom defires to go much 
mifchief ; he will, perhaps, murmur a littlein 
the ear of him that fits next him, but endea- 
vours to influence the audience to favour, by 
clapping, when an Aor exclaims ye Geds, or 
laments the miferies of his country. 

By degrees he was admitted to Rehearfals, 
and many of his friends are of opinion, that our 
prefent Poets are indebted to him for their hap- 
pieit thoughts; by his contrivance the bell was 
rung twice in Barbaroffa, and by. his perfuafion 
the Author of Cleone concluded his Play with- 
out a couplet ; for what can be more abfurd, aid 
Minim, than that part of a Play thould be 
rhymed, and part written in blank verfe? and 
by what acquilition of faculties is the. Speaker 
who never could find rhymes before, enabled to 
rhyme at the conclufion of an A®? 

He is the great inveftigator of hidden beau- 
ties, and is particularly delighted when he finds 
the Sound an Echo to the Senfe. He has read all

ourPoets with particular attention to this delica- 
cy of Verfification, and wonders at the fupine- 
nef with which their Works have been hithes - 
to perufed, fo that no man has found the found 
of a Drum in this diftich, 


* When Pulpit, Drum ecclefiaftic,

and that the wonderful lines upon Honour and 
a Bubble have hitherto paffed without notice. 


* Honour is like the glafly Bubble,

In theft Verfes, fays Minim, we have two ftr+ 
king accommodatiors of the Sound to the 
Senfe. It is impofiible to utrer the two lines 
emphatically without an act like that which they 
eferibe; Bubdls and Trouéle cauling a momenta- 
ry inflation of the Cheeks by the retention of the 
breath which is afterwards'torcibly emitted as 
in the practice of Slowing bubbles. But the greateft 
excellence is in the third line which is cracked 
in the middie to exprefs a crack, and then fhi- 
‘vers in?» monofyllables. Yet has diamond lain 
neglected with cornmon ftones, and among 
the innumerable admirers of Hudibrais the ob 
fervation of this fuperlative paffage has been re- 
ferved for the fagacity of Minim.

The SPEECH of the Lords Commiffioners 
appointed by his Majetty, for holding this 
Parliament ; delivered by the Lord Keeper 
to both Houfes of Parliament, on Saturday 
the fecond day of June 1759. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 
HE King has commanded us to put an end 
to this Seflion of Parliament ; and, at the 
fame time, to aflure you, that as your conduct, 
during the courfe of it, has highly deferved his 
royal approbation, fo his Majefty now returns 
you his hearty thanks for it. 7 ; 

At the opening of the Seffion, his Majefty 
exhorted you to bear up againft all difficulties ; 
effectually tu ttand by, and defend, his Majelty ; 
and vigoroufly to fupport the King of Prutlia, 
and the reft of his Allies. 

The King has commanded us to acquaint 
you, hat his hopes of furmounting thofe dith- 
culties were founded on the wifdom, zeal, and 
affection of fo good « Parliament; and that you 
have fuily an‘wered his expectations. You have 
confidered che war in all its parts 5 and, notwith- 
ftanding the long continucnce cf it, thro’ the 
obftinacy of our cnemies, have made fuch pro- 
vifion tor the many different operations, as 
ought to convince the Powers engaged againtt 
us, that it wil! be for their intereft, as well as 
for the ¢.fe and relief of all Europe, to come to 
equitable aud honourable terms of accommo- 
dation. 

That by your affiltance the Combined army 
in Germany has been completed ; powerful 
{quadrons, as well as great numbers of land 
forces, are employed in America, in order to 
maintain the juit ri, bts and pofleffions of his 
Majefty and iis peuple 5 and to annoy the enemy 
in the moft fenfiole manner in thofe parts ; and, 
asFranceisnowmeking confiderable preparations 
in her ports, his Mxjcity has taken care to put 
his fleet at home in the beit condition, both of 
ftrength and fituation, to guard againft, and 
repel any attempts, that may be meditated a- 
gaintt his kingdoms. 

The King’s meafures have all been direéted 
to afiert the honour of his Crown; to preferve 
the effentia! interefts of his faithful fubjets ; 
and to fupport the caufe of the Protettant re- 
ligion, and public hberty. ellis Majeity, there 
fore, trufis, that the uprightnefs of bis inten- 
tions wili draw down the bleffing of Heaven up- 
on his enjeavours. 

We have it a'fo in command from his Ma. 
jefy tolet you know, that he hopesthe proviiions 
you have made to prevent and correét the ex- 
ceffes of the privateers, will be effeétual to that 
defirable end. That the King hath had it much 
2t heart; for tho’ his Majefty is feniibie of the 
utility of that fervice, when under proper regu- 
lations, he was determined to do his utmoit to 
prevent any injuries or hardfhips being done to 
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the fubjeéts of neutral Powers, as far as may be 
practicable, and confiftent with his Majelty’s 
juit right to hinder the trade of his enemies from 
being collufively and fraudulently covered. 

Geatlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

We are commanded to afflure you, That 
when his Majefty confiders the large fupplies 
which you have fo unanimoufly given, he feels 
himtelf under the ftrongeft obligations, not only 
to thank you for them, but alfo to applaud the 
firmnefs and vigour with which you have acted ; 
as well as your prudence in judging, that, 
notwithftanding the prefent burdens, the mak- 
ing ample provifion for carrying on the war is 
the moft probable means to bring it to an hon- 
ourable and happy conclution. And that no at- 
tention will be wanting on his Majefty’s part for 
the faititul application of what you have granted. 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

His Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed to 
order us to add, That he has nothing more to 
detire of you, but that you carry down the fame 
good difpofitions, and propagate them in your 
feveral countries, which you have fhewnin your 
proceedings during your fitting here.

Francfort, May 26. On the zoth‘the enemy's 
army marched in two columas towards Nurem- 
berg: As the Prince of Deux-Ponts was refolv- 
ed to and his ground, we expeéted the two ar- 
mies to engaze. All Franconia was under the 
greateft alarm; but our fears were diffipated 
on the enemy’s retiring. They abandoned Bam- 
berg the 24th in the morning, after having ex- 
aéted from this Bifhoprick a contribution of 
700,000 Crowns. They were not able to pay 
the whole: They raifed as much as they could, 
and gave hoftages tor the remainder. 

Ratifbon, May 21. The precipitate retreat of 
the army of the Circles ftruck terror into this 
city. The Minifters of the Emperor, the Em- 
prefs Queen, and the Catholic States, were re 
moving their furniture, packing up the archives, 
und putting them on board veffels, in order to 
fend them down the Danube at the firft appear- 
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ance of the Pruffians, and yefterday the Direc- 
tor of Mentz convoked an extraordinary meet- 
ing of the Diet, to advife upon means to guard 
againft the infult. 

Caffel, May 25. Exclufive of the troops fent 
from this Landgraviate into Franconia, we 
reckon 15,000 men yet at home. Though this 
corps is deftined to cover the capital of the 
country and places adjacent, it is nevertheleis 
referved for reinforcing Prince Ferdinand of 
Brunfwick in cafe of need, and accordingly is 
held in readinefs to march on the firft notice. 

Dunkirk, May 26. Acamp is marked out near 
this city for a body of 15 or 18,000 men, and 
the troops will begin to enter it the fir of next 
month. 

Paris, May 25. According to an exact lift of 
the trocps which the King has this campaign 
in Germany, they confift of 130 battalions, and 
147 iquadrons, which makes in all 119,235 men, 
of which 89,735 are French or foreign foot, 
21,900 horfe or dragoons, and 7600 are light 
troops. 

Amflerdam, May 31. We hear from Weftpha- 
lia, that the whole French army has paffed the 
Rhine at Cologne, and is advancing towards 
Heffe. The Marquis d’Armentiers is left with 
a body of about 25,000 men near Wedel. 
Prince Ferdinand is aflembling the greateft part 
of his forces in the neighbourhood of Lipitadt, 
but it as thought he will not keep that pofition 
long.

Wilkinfon had only one man killed and about 
ten wounded ; but his fhip has fuffered much, 
and is come into Leghorn to be repaired. Gaz.

‘The Pruffian army 
under Prince Henry, trom which we were ap- 
prehentive of a vifit, is marching back, we fup- 
pofe, becaufe General Gemmingen hath enter- 
ed Saxony with a body of 12,000 men.

“ Mr. Pocock’s fquadron appeared before 
Fort St. David on the 29th of April; the en- 
gagement began about three in the atternoon, 
with the Yarmouth, Tyger, Salifoury, and Eli- 
zabeth ; before five o'clock the French Admiral 
bore away out of the line, and was immediately 
tollowed by his whole {quadron. Had Mr. Po- 
cock been properly fupported by his other three 
thips, he would mott probably have gained a 
compieat victory. ‘The French in this action 
lott 600 men (all, or great part of the foldiers, 
being on board) and the Englifh 29 men. The 
Bien-Aime, of 64 guns, was obliged to run 
alhore that nig bt, and {tis /aid another funk at fea. 
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The Norwich man of war, which is arrived at 
Portiinouth, left in iat. 44. N. the Gritfin, De- 
thick, the Clinton, Smith, the Harcourt, Web- 
ber, and the Godolphin, Hutchinfon, for the 
Eak Indies; and on the 7th ult. in longit. 16. 
go. parted from the America, Warner, and the 
rett of the fleet for North America, under con- 
voy of the Echo man of war, all well. 

A Portuguefeé man of war, arrived at Goa 
with anew Viceroy, fpoke with the Grafton and 
Sunderland men of war, and fix tail of Eait 
India fhips,-in 15 degrees S, latitude, in the 
South-eait trade, all well. 

Two men of war are ordered to go to meet 
the Dutch homeward-bound Eaft Indiamen, leit 
(according to the Brutf Gaz.) the Englith thouid 
cominence hoftilities by feizing this rich fleet. 

The St. Peter, one of the Pope’s men of war, 
was attacked by five Algerine cruizers; but by 
the timely affiitance of the St. Paul, another 
man of war, the Infidels were obliged to run a- 
way, leaving behind them one of their Xebecks, 
with 250 Turks on board, who were taken and 
carried into Civita Vecchia. 

Capt. Fowler, arrived at Briftol from South 
Carolina, came from thence the 21ft of April, 
and fays, that two or three days before, the 
Chriftian, Steel, failed for Leith, and the Hun- 
gertord, Walker, was cleared out for the Ork- 
neys, but only waited tor two or three hands ; 
that the Carolina, M‘Millan, from Georgia for 
Liverpool, had put into Charles-town, but 
would foon fail from thence ; and that the Suc- 
cefs and Arundel men of war were to {ail with 
the few thips for England, the latter end of May. 

The 400 men draughted lately from Green- 
wich Hofpital are ordered immediately on board 
the Guard-thips at the Nore, Sheernefs, River 
Medway, and in Portfmouth harbour. 

We hear that all the regular forces in the 
kingdom will be encamped in different places 
as {oon as poffible. 

It is faid that fome companies of the militia 
tor the county of Kent will be encamped at 
Brumpton near Chatham, with the regular 
forces ; and the fame method, it is faid, will be 
purfued throughout England. 

We hear that fome troops are gone for Mil- 
ford Haven to be quartered along that coaft, to 
prevent any furprize from the enemy, fhould 
they be able to attempt any. 

F'roof was lately made in the arfenal at Paris 
of 4 cannon that fired twenty fhot in three mi- 
nutes without being re-charged. 

Laft Monday being the Birth-day of the 
Prince of Wales, there was the greateit and moft 
tplendid concourfe of Quality that ever was 
known, to pay their compliments to his Royal 
Highnefs the Prince of Wales at Saville-Houle, 
and to the Princefs of Wales at Leicefter-Houfe ; 
the evening was concluded with bonfires, fire- 
works, illuminations, and other demonitrations 
of joy. 

Monday night the populace affaulted the 
houfe of an emment Woollen-draper in Cornhill, 
one of the people called Quakers: they pulled 
up the pavement, and fplit the window-thutters 
of his fhop with large ftons ; the fmaller peb- 
bies were flung up as high as the third ftory, 
the windows of which are much damaged: in 
the fecond ftory not fo much as one pane of 
glafs has efcaped. The windows of the firtt 
ftory were not touched, being fenced by ttrong 
fhutters on the outfide. The repairs on this 
occafion, it is thought, will amount to between 
thirty and forty pounds. 

The fame night a man went to Mr. God- 
fchal’s, a Turner, near Shadwell church, who 
fold fquibs and rockets, and bought fome, one 
of which he lighted, and threw amongft the 
whole-parcel of combuftable ftuff, which fet the 
room on fire, and confumed the lower part of 
the houfe; but timely affiftance coming, it was 
prevented from fpreading any farther.

Extra® of a Letter from an Ofice: in Colonel Mont- 
geomery's Regiment of oot, cated at Philadeiphia, 
apru 7. 

**Our laf campaign was as fevere as any 
troops have fuffered this war: We were in the 
woods trom April to the end of the year, with- 
out fecing a houfe, excepting the barracks we 
built, or the feveral forts we were obliged to 
make. Succefs, however, has made our fatigues 
tolerable, as we have had the pleafure to reuuce 
that villainous neit of Canadians and Indians, 
who have fo much infefted our colonies, and 
muithered fo many of our people. Foit du 
Quefnne is pleafantly fituated on the Forks of 
the Ohio and Monvagahela: The country up- 
on both thole rivers is pait defcription. This 
is a valuable acquifition, though our regiment 
hath loft 3¢o men, ‘even officers killed, two 
wounded, and three taken prifoners. By what 
Ican gucls trom appearance, our regiment is 
to march in a few days to the northward, to 
join General Amherit. If we prove fucce(srul, 
we fhall put an end to the war in North Ame- 
rica this campaign. By the time this reaches 
you, we ihall probably have warm work.”

REAT BRITAIN was never fo refpeStable 
tor her force by fea and land: Never fo 
well provided with men and money to execute 
rand defigns ; nor ever more united in her po 
Krical intereft, than under the prefent admini- 
ftration. So that if ftrength, riches, found policy 
and uaaninity are the means of fatety and vic- 

tory; this nation has nothing to fear. 

Who can look upon the numerous fquadrons, 
which cover the Ocean, and exceeding the naval 
armaments of all the world united, in the 
goodne’s of their ftores, and in the capacity of 
their officers and men; re tremble at the 
whifper of any equipment of a naval force by 
our enemies ? 

Who thall reco!le& that our forces for fea and 
Jand fervice, confit of 169,535 effective men ; 
befides the numerous armies with which. the 
King of Pruflia finds employment for the com- 
mon enemy ; and imagine that France can me- 
ditate the conqueft of Britain? 

Who can believe that a nation, uncapable of 
covering their own coafts, and every where flee 
ing betore the Briti‘h arms, thall be able to in. 
vade an Ifland fortified with floating.cattles, and 
to land an army with hopes of fuccefs ? 

Were the nation divided, as hitherto, in their 
affections and fentiment about the Sovereign : 
Were the people difguited with the calling in of 
a foreign army: Was the coait left open, and 
our naval power locked up in thofe ports, in 
which they might be detained by the fame wind, 
that could watt over a French fleet: Was this 
Ifland difarmed and expofed to the fword of the 
firft invader? then the terror which overfpread 
thefe kingdoms in the year Forty-five might be 
renewed. 

But the plea in favour of the Houfe of Stuarts 
is not fo much as hinted at, in the prefent quar- 
rel with France. Religion and liberty, commerce 
and property, are the bones of contention. The 
queftion is not, Who fhall reign over us? but 
whether the Reformed Religion fhall yield to 
Popery ? Whether liberty thall give place to ar- 
bitrary power? And whether our colonies and 
comnmerciai intereft fhall be given upto France? 

The people's money,and the national ftrength 
are much betterapplied. The ruinous tubfidiary 
treaties with Vienna and RufGa, no longer drain 
off that treafure, which was neceffary for our 
own defence: And thofearmies and fleets,which 
did eat the bread of idlenefs, and ferved only to 
Maintain the Advocates of minifterial power, 
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or, at moft, to give weight to the extraneous 
{Cheines of fome foreign Prince, or State, are 
rendered active, and employed iniuch amanner, 
as not only to render every attempt upon the 
Britith dominions abortive and dangerous tothe 
affailants ; but to curb the infolence of our ene- 
mies, wherever they can be found.

Let us look round Afia, Africa, and Ame- 
rica; ler us contemplate the conduct of thofe 
people whom we affeét to defpife as favages. we 
fhall find, that, in the courfe of one hundred 
and fixty years, there has been but one war, 
and that an inconfiderable one, in thofe three 
parts of the wa:ld. Strangers to our refine- 
ments, many occafions of difcord are unknown 
to them. What they want in fplendor, they 
gain in fecurity. 
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* The mott ufiful fpecies of policy is that which 
beft contributes to the prefervation of the hu- 
man fpecies. In this political {cence we are 
excelled by Barbarians. While Europe is de- 
folated with fire and fword, while we are endea 

vouring to eftablifh a balance in blood, Nature 
dire&ts them to that peaceful end, which our 
improved reafon cannot accomplith. Is igno- 
rance, is barbarifm then a furer guide to peace, 
than knowledge and underftanding? I fcorn to 
fupprefs the truth, yet am afhamed to acknow- 
ledge that even the excellence of human nature, 
in this refpect, tends to its difgrace and deitruc- 
tion. 

Who ever faw an army of beafts drawn up in 
hoftile array, ready to deftroy each other ? But 
among men, whole plains are covered with le- 
gions, who deal promifcuous flaughter, without 
even knowing the caufe of conteft. They do not 
fight for revenge, but hire, Born for fociety, 
they make a trade of killing each other. If 
this is humanity, it is prefumption in man to 
arrogate the firft place in the animal creation. 

It is mean to be afraid of death ; it is truly 
heroick to hazard our lives to protect the weak 
and worthy from oppreffion. But when intereft 
or ambition whets the fword, courage then de- 
generates into felfith pride and foolith defpera- 
tion. Czfar, Alexander, Cromwell, and others, 
whofe names the world reveres, were not heroes 
but bravoes. In the f{cale of Reafon, one bene- 
volent man outweighs a legion of {uch brutal 
warriors. 

If they who are bufy in the fcenes of carnage 
aét an unnatural part, there are others who ftay 
at home in indolent fecuritv; and who, morally 
fpeaking, are equally inhuman. I mean the 
little herd of Politicians, who fit round their 
peaceful hearths, and perufe with avidity thofe 
National bills of mortality, which Europeans 
call Gazettes. 

Cuftom fteels the mind, and depraves human 
nature to that degree, that men ofthe moft tender 
difpofitions alternately rejoice at the maffacres 
©! their fellow-creatures, whom they call their 
enemies. They read long lifts of killed and 
wounded with as little concern as they would 
perufe a catalogue of curiofities. 

Even women forego the foftnefs of their fex, 
and with unnatural ears liften to the bloody 
tales of Death. Dazzled with falfe heroifm, 
they think that courage fhines only through the 
glare of fcarlet. It is the warrior, not the man 
which excites their admiration. They do not 
regard the motives which infpire intrepidity ; 
zo dare with them is all-fufficient ; and the de- 
fparado who wades through blood, makes the 
mott fuccefsful approaches to their hearts. 

Perhaps even religion itfelf contributes to 
confirm this unfeeling difpofition, which in- 
clines one nation to rejoice at the flaughter of 
another. When the rage of war breaks forth, 
each party prays to ‘ vanquifh and overcome 
“its enemies.” Each party alternately returns 
thanks for the fuccefs of its arms. Can this be 
pleafing to the Deity ?. Are we not all beings of 
the fame fpecies; fervants of the fame God * 
Are we not all, collectively confidered, equally 
entitled to the Divine Proteétion ?—But ] leave 
this fubjeét to the Reader's refleGtion ;_ as it is a 
point on which the policy of State forbids the 
free progrefs.of the pen. 

For my own part, I own that-I mourn for the 
lof of my enemies. Though I love my coun- 
try, 1 ama friend to mankind. ‘

LONDON. 

. 2e Wednefday morning his Majefty’s 

frigate Pallas, Capt. Cleviand, arrived in 
Portland road, with an Exprefs for the Right 
Hon. the Lords of the Admiralty from Sir Ed- 
ward Hawke. The Expre(s was difpatched by 
the Poftmafter of Weymouth with all fpeed for 
London. 

His Majefty’s fhip the Prefton, with five 
Turky thips, and about 13 fail from Gibraltar, 
are arrived off Dover. 

We hear that the tranfports with ftores, &c. 
for Guadaloupe, were to fall down the River 
this day to join the men of war at St. Helen's, 
which are to fail {peedily with the men of war 
under Capt. Tyrrel, for the Weft Indies. 

By a letter from a Gentleman juft arrived at 
Dublin, from the Ifle of Man, we learn, that 
two of his Majetty‘’s Meflengers were lately fent 
thither to make a general fearch for gunpowder, 
on information being given that there was a 
magazine in the ifland; but none was found, 
excepting twelve barrelsin the town of Douglas. 

It is faid, that in cafe the French fhould at- 
tempt to invade any of his Majefty’s dominions, 
a fcheme is projected to dettroy all their fhipping, 
flat-bottomed boats, &c. and tocut off their re- 
treat in fuch a manner that very fewof them 
will get back again to their own country. 

Tho’ the King of Pruffia during the prefent 
campaign has hitherto continued feemingly in- 
active, he has by that very inattivity fhewn him- 
felf to be a great General. As the Auitrians 
expected the greateft things would be attempted 
by him, they accordingly collected together the 
whole of their force to oppofe him, whilft he by 
detachments from his army deftroyed the Ruf- 
fian magazines in Poland, which has, no doubt, 
put it out of the power of the Ruffians to aét fo 
vigoroufly as they might otherwife have done ; 
it has enabled Prince Henry firft to make a fuc- 
cefstul incurfion into Bohemia, and deftroy the 
magazines and raife contributions in that coun- 
try, which muft greatly diftrefs the Auftrians on 
that fide; and alfo to’make the Jate incurfion 
into the Circle of Franconia, in which he has 
not only deftroyed feveral confiderable maga- 
zines, but has raifed contributions, and diftrefled 
and greatly weakened the army of the Empire. 
Had the affair at Bergen between Prince Ferdi- 
nand and the French fucceeded, his whole 
{cheme had been compleated, and the powerful 
armies which feemed bent to {wallow him up 
this campaign, would have been obliged to re- 
tire for want of fubfiftence, and thus he might 
have conquered without a battle. But we hope 
it is not too late to retrieve that lofs. Before 
this event the enemies of the King of Pruffia al- 
lowed him to be a very great and enterprizing 
General ; but now they muft confefs nothing is 
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E, June 2-e-9, 
wanting to complete his character as a confum. 
mate Officer, as by his caution he may now he 
truly faid to have beat the modern Fasius, the 
celebrated Count Daun, with his own weapons, 

Yetterday the Right Hon. the Lord Mayor 
attended by the Sheriffs, Aldermen, and Com.

tulate his Majeity on his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales's arriving at the age of 21; 
And alfo to offer to affitt his Majefty with their 
lives and fortunes, in cafe the French fhould 
attempt to invade any part of his dominions, &c, 
when they were all gracioufly received, and had, 
the honour to kifs his Majetty’s hand.
